This sub- 
ject of transport and steam trains was part of a conversa- 
tion I had with a retired railway man whilst on a short 
break in Aberfoyle, Scotland. He was also a specialist on 
creation, the Deity, what eventually happened to the virgin 



Mary and why he thought sin was the reason for life spans 
declining in Genesis. He was also knowledgeable about 
fishcakes and Aberdeen Angus cattle and how to resolve 
the immigration issue. You can imagine we had a very com- 
plex talk together. It was thoroughly fascinating. 
As you may know I was born in Hunslet, Leeds, the home of 
Hunslet Engine Company which built steam trains and ex- 
ported them across the world, my expert informed me some 
are still steaming away in India and China perhaps in Tas- 
mania too.
